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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Disrrict No 1.—Miss M. E. Sleeper, the summer teacher, is amia 
ble, and so far as scholarship is concerned, a lady well qualified for her 
situation; but the school seemed wanting in that energy which a school 
should have to make that progress we might expect. 

Winter Trerm.—The teacher selected for the winter term was a 
young man without experience, but possessing an active mind, a good 
degree of ambition, and a share of energy. At my first visit [ found a 
lack of study by some members, and a disposition on the part of oth- 
ers to laxness of discipline. For this the teacher may not be responsi- 
ble; the fault does not originate altogether with the scholar; it fre- 
quently lies further back. On the examination the scholars gave their 
answers without hesitation, and with much accuracy. The last exami- 
nation afforded proof of the proper discipline. There is in the school 
much active talent, many brilliant scholars. Mr. McMurpby tried hard 
to do his duty. 

No. 2.—Summer term taught by Miss B. Dearborn of Auburn. Miss 
Dearborn has before this term, distinguished herself as a very thorough, 
teacher. In this school of only eight weeks, the scholars made good 
improvement for the time. ' 

Winter term, taught by Mrs. C. L. Osgood. It would be gratifying 
if I could speak of every school with that degree of commendation with 
which I ean of this. Mrs. Osgood is a thorough teacher in every branch 
required to be taught in sucha school, and possesses an aptness for the 
task, rarely equalled. With such a teacher, and the entire support and 
encouragement of the parents, a school is sure to make great progress. 
The school is still in session. ; 

No. 3.—Summer term, kept by H. M. Hazelton. This school made 
very good improvement. There appeared to be no lack in the efforts 
of the teacher to make the improvement thorough; but something of a 
lack on the part of the scholars to understand the benefits derived from 
perfect lessons. 

Winter Term.—aAt the first visitation made by the committee, ap- 
pearances were unfavorable, but at subsequent visits, there was some 
change. The order through the term was not unexceptionable. It is 
believed that early in the term there was a disposition in some of the 
scholars to annoy and embarrass the teacher; it is further painfully 
evident that she was not happy in her efforts to correct this disposition. 
This created an alienation of feeling highly injurious to her success.— 
The school, though not profitless, fell far short of affording satisfacto- 
ry results. There was but. partial attendance of the scholars at the 
examination. 

No. 4.—Summer term, Miss S. Plummer, teacher. - This school must 
be ranked with the very best of its class in the town, in nearly every 
important point. The teacher was young and inxeperienced, but she 
possessed tact, energy and judgment, in a superior degree. Her ser- 
vices received the warm approbation of the district. 

Winter term, taught by the able and experienced teacher, Miss Sa- 
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rah E, Mason. A class in this school,which was already well advanced, 
consisting of some of the best scholars in the school, made unprece- 
dented progress; but the remainder ofthe school showed too plainly 
that this first class had been advanced bythe neglect of the smaller 
ones. This is too oftenthe case. Many teachers will devote the great- 
er share of their time to classes in grammar and arithmetic, more par- 
ticularly the latter, almost totally neglecting the more essential branch- 
es of reading and spelling. This is apparently the reason that we have 
so few good scholars. They are left to pursye their own course till 
some one of them chances to show a little mom energy than the rest. 
This one the teachers will exert all their influence to help along, leay- 
ing the others, who should receive more encouragement, to plod on in 
the old beaten path, and never become aware of the ability that flies 
dormant within them. Atthe commencement of this term the order 
was not very good, also at examination. Register not returned. 

No. 5.—Summer term, taught by Miss N. M. Crombie. Good or- 
der and general correctness of deportment were the characteristics of 
this school. ‘The scholars were diligent in their study, and the teacher 
who had formerly rendered acceptable service in the district was unre- 
mitting in her endeavors to advance the interests of her pupils. 

Winter term, taught by the same teacher. The condition of the win- 
ter school was in general satisfactory. A good degree of order was 
maintained, and good feeling was manifested in the intercourse between 
the teacher and scholars. ‘This was in all respects a successful school. 

No. 6.—Summer term taught by Miss M. E. Dearborn. This was 
her first effort, and it gives me great satisfaction to be able to say that 
it was a success. The appearance of the school showed that good or- 
der had been maintained, and that nothing had been omitted to make 
it a good school, reflecting much credit on both teacher and pupils. 

Winter Trexm.—Miss Vilana L. George, teacher, who although 
without previous experience in teaching entered upon the discharge of 
her duties with promptness and energy, ensuring order and quiet, as 
well as progress, to the school. The reading and spelling were very 
satisfactory, and the improvement in all the classes very commendable. 

No. 7.—The Summer term of 10 weeks was taught by Miss M. A. 
Neal, of Candia. The district has been fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Miss Neal, who formerly taught with so much success. I no- 
ticed with much pleasure the hearty sympathy existing between the 
teacher and pupils, and the easy manner of enforcing discipline. 

- Wryter Term.—During this term the same teacher was employed.— 
The school was orderly and quiet during the visit of the committee, and 
it was apparent that the teacher, by her gentle sway, had won the love 
and respect of her scholars. At the closing examination the committee 
was not present, as no notice was given, therefore cannot report so ful- 
ly as I could wish. re 

No. 8.—Summer Trem.—Miss L. A. Proctor, teacher. Miss Proc- 
tor labored faithfully for the improvement of the school under her 
charge, and her efforts were crowned with success; a manifest improve- 
ment was apparent, not only in the various studies, but in the general 
decorum of the schoolroom. 

Winter Term by Miss Sarah A. Ball. This school is still in session. 
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The habits of the school at the visit of the committee showed that theré 
was an interest in the duties of the schoolroom, which must result in 
an improved state of the school. 


SCHOOL BOOKS. — 


Your committee has seen fit to make but few changes in books during 
the year, as no little inconvenience attends the frequent change of 
school books, but has endeavored to obtain a uniformity. throughout 
the town, although some may have been introduced by those not au- 
thorized by law to do so. , 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The duty of parents in relation to our schools is confessedly a subject 
of the highest importance, and though it cannot here be dwelt upon at. 
length, must not be allowed to pass wholly unnoticed. Itis by no means 
intended to charge parents with a want of interest in education, but it 
is apprehended that in many minds there is a very vague, and conse- 
quently an imperfect, idea of the way in which that interest may be 
most beneficially manifested. Children may undoubtedly be trained. 
to love the occupations of the schoolroom as well as they love their 
sports. In training them \thus parental influence and parental effort 
are indispensable; in order to produce such a result, parents should 
carefully watch the progress of their children day by day; they should 


give them aid in their studies in every proper way; they/should counsel 


and encourage them; they should interest themselves in everything 
that concerns the welfare of the school, and should make frequent visits 
to it. To this last suggestion. the committee wish to call special atten- 
tion, Ofthe number of visitors, on inspection of the school registers, 
we find a great proportion to be merely spectators at examination; of 
the others, many are the friends of the teacher, often from other towns, 
or they are individuals who have no interest or immediate connection 
with the school, and who perhaps make the call merely as a pleasant 
way of spending a leisure hour. I certainly do not wish the number of 
such visitants to be less, for even their presence is productive of great 
good; but it would be of incalculably greater advantage if parents could ° 
be induced to go occasionally to the schoolroom and see their children © 
as they are engaged in their ordinary exercises. | 
At the present time, it cannot be improper to urge, with peculiar em- 
phasis, the importance of educating our children for the duties they 
owe to their country. Their patriotism should not be left to be caught — 
up at random, or be developed only on occasions like the 4th of July or 
election day ; the character.and objects of our national institutions should 
be taught in our schools; anintelligent and reverent regard for our con- 
stitution should be sedulously inculcated there. Unless the foundation 
of a correct view of the rights and obligations of a citizen of a free 
republic is laid at school, in multitudes of cases sit will never be so 
laid as to secure, in a personal application, a proper use of those rights, 
and a fitting discharge of those obligations. | fe:
